CLASSIFICATION OF RAILWAYS. 

The total number of railway corporations 
in existence June 30, 1893, was 1890, being 
an inérease of sixty-eight during the 
year covered by the report. Of this num- 
ber, 752 were in perendent operating roads 
and 989 maintained operating accounts. The 
number of subsidiary roads which main- 
tained financial accounts only, was 778, 
of which 326 were leased for a fixed money 
rental and 196 for a contingent money 
rental, the remainder being operated under 
some form of traffic agreement not easily 
subjected to classification. The tendency 
toward some form of consolidation during 
the year has been quite marked. Twenty- 
eight roads, rep — . — 749.87 miles, 
have been merg 8 roads, repre- 
senting 1782.79 mies, have been reorgan- 
ized, and ion roads, representing 
1469.19 miles, been consolidated. 
These items are higher than the corre- 
sponding items of the previous year. A

RAILWAY ACCIDENTS. 

The number of railway employees killed 
during the year was 2727, being greater by 
173 than those killed during the prese 
year. The number of employees injured 

as 31,729, being greater by 3462 than the: 
number injured the previous year. The 
number of passengers kilded during the 
year was 299, being less by seventy-seven 
‘than the number killed the previous year, 
and the number injured was 3229, being 
two in excess of the number injured the 
previous year.

the common law, or before the adoption 
of our Constitution. It would be mani- 
festly impracticable, for there must be 
some speedy, summary way of dealing with 
a large and frequent class of minor of- 
fenses, not entailing a punishment of a 

grave and infamous character. 
ingly, there has always been a method 
for the punishing of minor-grade offenders 


by inferior judicial officers generally.’ And 


in a note under this section he says: 


| ‘Extensive and summary police powers are 


constantly exercised in all the States of 
the Union, for the repression of breaches 
of e peace, and petty offenders, and 
these statutes are not supposed to conflict 
with the constitutional provision securing 
to the citizen a trial by jury.’ A 
exhaustive decision on this question ‘is 
State vs. Glenn, 54, Md. Reporter, 572. 
“Under constitutional provisions similar 
to our own, that the right of trial by jury 
shall be secured to all and remain invio- 


late, many of the States have held that 
justices of the peace have summary juris- 


diction to try persons for assault and 


assault and battery, breaches of the peace, 
petty larceny, vagrancy and many minor 
offenses. I have been cited to no decision 
holding the contrary. It is true that e 
our statute, outside of certain cities, 
defendant is entitled to a jury in all this 
class of cases, but in our city the statute 
expressly provides for the trial of these 
cases by a police magistrate, without the 
intervention of a jury, that is, so far as 
the Constitucon will permit. ‘Judgment 
affirmed.”
